The quinquennial census of the 
prairie province was necessary once 
when the population here was increas¬ 
ing rapidly. The federal subsidy to 
each province was based on popula¬ 
tion and we would lose something ev¬ 
ery year if we had to depend on the 
last decennial census as the other 
provinces. Population here as else 
where has became stabilized, but the 
mid-term census goes on just the 
same although it costs a lot of money. 

They mount guard at Whitehall 
now just as they did three hundred 
years ago when the King lived there, 
so we are. not the only people who 
keep up a time-honored and revered 
custom when the circumstance which 
started it no longer exists. 


For one month the crops of the Vul¬ 
can district have been without rain. 
Every day the farmers scan the skies 
for rain clouds. Sometimes they are 
seen but no rain falls. It is an anxious 
time for everybody. The highl winds 
have blown the dry soil and tempera¬ 
tures have ranged from 80 to J95 ev¬ 
ery day. As the drought continues 
thousands of dollars are beir/g lost to 
the farmers of the district every day. 
Stubbled-in crops are all practically 
destroyed. With rain yield of feed 
would average from fair to poor. The 
summerfallowed crops are standing 
up well under-the terrific heat. But 
with rain soon, they would yield a fair 
crop of wheat. If the rain comes with¬ 
in a reasonable period it is expected 
that the crop will make a comeback. 
But the rain must come soon for a 
yield of any kind. 

Many of the days within the month 
period have been cool, but it is the 
wind that destroys. In the month per¬ 
iod only two days have been recorded 
as windless. The present drouth per¬ 
iod is one of the most intense and ex¬ 
tensive in history of Western Canada. 
The drought presents a serious set¬ 
back in trying times. Any wheat har¬ 
vested this fall will be small of kernel 
for the plants have headed too soon. 
Without sufficient moisture the ker¬ 
nels cannot fill. 

To the citizenship the cool nights 
have come as a relief to the scorching 
hot days.

Charles Willis of the Stettler Independent is a man who 
seems to get around quite a bit, and when he comes back ho 
tells what he has seen in words of candor. As he wanders 
hither and yon, he keeps an appreciative or critical eye on 
the female of the species, and has never yet failed the wo¬ 
men of Alberta. He is their faithful admirer, finding them 
the best, east or west. 

Last winter he went over to Vancouver and conceding a 
few complexions and wlqit not to the maidens of the Pacific 
he was glad to get back to the streets of Calgary and res.t 
his eyes upon the brisk, vigorous, charming looking femmes 
of t hut city. 

He has more recently returned from a trip to the east 
and again he tips taken a little time to survey the femin¬ 
ine scene. And is he satisfied with his Western women? lie 
is indeed. Here’s how he says it: 

“Starting from Detroit I noticed a gradual improve 
ment in the personal appearance of the women until tin 
apex was reached in Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon and 
Stettler.

It appears, from the observation of some agricultural¬ 
ists, that grasshoppers will travel miles to join in a sow 
thistle brawl. While they cannot be classed as finicky eat¬ 
ers, and consume almost anything in their path, yet they 
do seem to have this sow thistle yen. This is the first good 
Word on behalf of the grasshopper, and cast's a little bright¬ 
ness on their iniquitous lives. 

A drive against weeds is on at present through the provi¬ 
nce, and a year such as this when every drop of moisture 
in the soil is needed, emphasizes the costliness of weed 
growth. WeedS are the pirates of the fields, stealing sub¬ 
stance which rightfully belong to the grain and later 
reducing the standard of yield. 

The fight against weeds has gone on for many long 
years in this province, in the face of many discouraging 
factors. The clean farmer may adjoin,a negligent neigh¬ 
bor and find his efforts at eradication nullified. There are so 
nany factors working diligently against eradication. Man 
himself is careless in use of impure seed, movement of 
implements and movement of weed-infested feed. Trans¬ 
portation from province to province, from district to dis¬ 
trict is responsible for much of the introduction of new 
weeds. Animals and birds and wind carry weed seeds 
great- distances, and much of the infestation along lake 
■shores has been attributed to the migratory birds. Water 
in the form of streams, irrigation ditches and so on, carries 
seeds from districts, and under favorable conditions seed 
can he carried 1000 miles by water without loss of vitality. 

The tenacity of any weed once it gets a foothold, is pro¬ 
verbial, and the public has been urged, to keep.an alert eye 
for any new unfamiliar weed. Each year seems to bring 
new problems to the farming world. But the’fight against 
weeds is a hardy perennial.

Fixed Wages for Crops Seared With . Changing Views on 
The Rural Workers Hot Drying Winds Immense Profits 


Impossible to Set Country Wage Scale 
Because of a Price Variation 

Urban industry .' can normally ab¬ 
sorb the imposition of a fixed wages 
scale in the production cost, even if 
somewhat extravagant,_ for the simple 
reason that tjiis cost is promptly pass¬ 
ed on to the consumer in the selling 
price. It is, in fact, the consumer 
who pays the wages. In agriculture, 
however, the labodr union minimum 
wage objective simply cannot work, 
because the farmer is .powerless to 
adjust his selling price, over which he 
has absolutely no control. His only de¬ 
fence is to product at all times at the 
lowest possible cost, if he is to survive 
and support his family. 

He gen er all y pa ys hi s lab our all lye 
can afford. If, however, at any time 
this is not enough to secure help, see¬ 
ing that we are living in a free coun¬ 
try, labour is not obliged to take the 
job. The responsibility then rests on 
the farmer himself. He may at times 
he forced to pay more for his labour 
than his own market prices will actu¬ 
ally justify in periods when labour is 
at a premium. If so, he is clearly out 
of luck. But to force him to pay a set 
scale of wages irrespective of his own 
market price and irrespective of the 
state of the labour market, is mani¬ 
festly a "cockeyed” proposition. 

Organized labour has won for itself 
the privilege of dictating to urban 
employers the minimum hour rate at 
which they, choose to work. The far¬ 
mer is compelled to pay for that when 
he purchases urban products. That 
contribution to a wage scale, several 
times as high as his own, is plenty 
heavy enough. But when labour seeks 
to impose the same arbitrary condi¬ 
tions on the basic industry, which 
cannot pass this added burden on to 
the consumer, it is overreaching itself. 
If 1 know the ^emper of the country¬ 
side. it will fight any such outrageous 
proposal to the last ditch and prope r¬ 
ly.—Farm and Ranch Review . 

Carrying passengers in trucks is 
prohibited by law and this will lie 
strictly enforced. Many requests have 
been made to carry, parties in this way 
to picnics, conventions and so on. But 
the law stands that only owners and - 
bonafitfe employees may travel in 
trucks. 

Having his own hoard of seven di¬ 
rectors, the Minister of Railways en¬ 
ters jjito the management of the C.N.

This is in¬ 
ferred from a statement made by the 
Minister who represents a railway 
riding and who, with the candor of a 
novice,in politics, stated that a Board 
out of sympathy with the government 
would have power to drive him out of 
political life. Another inference that 
nray be drawn from that observation 
is that a Minister of Railways should 
represent a riding in which the rail¬ 
way vote is negligible. 


The-general cry in this and all other 
parts of Southern Alberta is for rain. 
Although all fields have been injured 
by the searing winds over the week 
end and the drying heat, there are 
still many fine stands of grain on well 
farmed land, and in districts that have 
had occasional showers. But there is 
no subsoil moisture and a great pro¬ 
portion of the crop is btfrning up. The 
optimistic say that rain within a few 
days would mean a lot of grain har¬ 
vested in the district this fall. On the 
other hand many farmers claim they 
haVe never seen a more serious out¬ 
look, both from the standpoint of 
crops and pastures. Wheat averages 
from 10 to 12 inches in height and 
some of it is coming into head. 

The past few days have brought 
l^eat and relenHess sunshine, ibut it 
was the scorching winds over the 
week end which did the greatest dam¬ 
age, retarding all growth. 

At 'the Experimental Station of 
Swift Current, a scientific survey of 
the moisture required to develop a 
wheat crop has been made. The Seqrle 
Grain Company sends out the follow¬ 
ing data: 

(!) Under average Western Can¬ 
adian conditions, it takes from 1,000 
to 2,600 pounds of water to produce 
one pound of grain. Or, in other 
words, it requires from 30 to 80 tons 
of water to produce a bushel of wheat. 

" (2) An average summerfallow con¬ 
serves probably about 5 inches of 
moisture. (This includes 1.5 inches 
conserved during the fall previous to 
the summerfallow). Then, on the aver¬ 
age, an additional amount of about 
1.5 inches is conserved during the fall 
immediately preceding the crop; then 
the average rainfall for the growing 
season, April 1st to July 30th, in the 
West, is approximately 8 inches. 
Therefore, on an average “summerfal- 
lowed” field a total of 14.5 inches of 
rainfall should normally he available 
for the use of the wheat crop. 

(3) Vyihter snow adds little to 
moisture reserve. 

(4) Plant mots extend to about 5 
or 6 feet in the soil. 

(5) By harvest a wheat crop, wheth¬ 
er on stubble or summerfallow has us¬ 
ually exhausted all available moisture 
to a depth of 6 or 6 feet. 

(6) - Movement of moisture up¬ 
wards is exceedingly slow. 

(7) Rain penetrates soil quicker 
when land is moist. 

(8) Once rain has gone down 3 or 
.1 inches it is then only given up.by 
I he soil through the roots of J the 
plants. 

(91 In showers of less than one 
quarter inch the value is quickly lost 
by atmospheric evaporatibn. 

(10) Weeds also use up moisture 

(11) W heat plants do not seem to 

he injured directly by hot tempera¬ 
ture or drying winds. It is drought 
that damage the plant. — 

(12) Drying winds do not “lap up” 
moisture from the soil, because the 
top two or three inches is usually al¬ 
ready dry, and all below that depth is 
safe from action of heat or wind. 

(13) Until the plant is from 4 to 
6 inches high it uses relatively little 
moistffre. From this time on daily use 


General Disapproval of Amazing 
Great Wealth with Small Investment 

In giving evidence before a royal 
commission recently Sir Herbert-Holt 
is reported to have said that an orig¬ 
inal investment of $500,000 in the 
common stock of the Dominion Textile 
Company had in thirty years brought 
a return of $16,000,000 in dividends 
and that the value of the original in¬ 
vestment had increased to $10,000,000. 
In other words the original $600,000 
became $25,000,000, an increase of 
5,000 per cent, in 30 years, an average 
of over 66 per cent, increase per an¬ 
num. 

A few years ago the publication of 
such figures as these did not cause a 
ripple on the social conscience. They 
were pointed to with a certain pride 
as examples of the country’s growth 
and the rewards of shrewd investment 
Today, after seven years of evolution 
under the depression, the social con¬ 
science reacts in a somewhat different 
way although no criticism of the Do¬ 
minion Textile Company or of Sir 
Herbert Holt is here intended. 

It is significant that today a canvass 
of representative individuals no less 
wedded to self-interest or more an¬ 
tagonistic to capitalism than the av¬ 
erage hard-working Canadian would 
probably disclose the existence of a 
vague feeling among them that in fu¬ 
ture such profits should not be Allow¬ 
ed, (a) because they make for too 
great a concentration of wealth; (b> 
because it robs Peter, the wage-earn¬ 
er and consumer, to pay Paul, the en¬ 
trepreneurs; (c) because the return, 
to the capitalists who were fortunat/ 
enough to be able to finance the oriL 
inal venture is more than they werti, 
entitled to for the service they ren¬ 
dered and the risks they took. After 
the original investors had been paid 
hack with a reasonable rate of inter¬ 
est and profit—so runs the social phil¬ 
osophy of 1936-—the surplus earnings 
belong in part'at least, to the com¬ 
munity. without which the enterprise 
could not continue operating. 

After paying shareholders a fair 
annual return, employees, says pres¬ 
ent-day public opiniop, are entitled to 
benefit from higher v/tffes, consumers 
from lower prices, and producers of 
raw materials from higher prices.— 
Toronto Star. 

“Western Canadian people have re¬ 
tained their individuality,” said Pierre 
Auge, French consul-general, from 
Vancouver, who has been making a 
tour of the three western provinces, 
in an interview to the press recently.

A. J. Troy of Mossleigh died on 
Sunday morning in a Calgary hospital 
following terrible injuries which he 
sustained when a small gas engine ex¬ 
ploded on his premises. The accident 
occurred Saturday evening when Mr.

He 
moved to Arrowwood and operated a 
hardware store there for six years be¬ 
fore going to Mossleigh. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Fran¬ 
ces Troy; three daughters, Lenore, 
Helen and Mariam; three sons, Joe, 
Thom and Jack, all of Mossleigh. 

The last rites over the remains of 
lie late A. J. Troy were held from the 
Church of Brethren, Arrowwood, 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock. The 
service was attended by more than 300 
persons from the wide territory in 
which the deceased was known. Rev. J. 
X’. Wilkinson was assisted by Rev. 
Peter Dawson and Rev. J. H. Brubaker 
in conducting the service in the church 
and at the graveside. Interment was 
made in the Arrowwood cemetery.

Premier Aberhart Calls for Voluntary 
Aid of M.L.A.’s for Preliminary Steps

Premier Aberhart in his Sunday 
address, referred to the carrying out 
of Social Credit in these words: 

•‘1 am asking that every member of 
the legislative assembly, who would 
he free to assist for a period of from 
three to six weeks without charge or 
payment of any expenses, in the regis 1 
tration and establishment of Social 
Credit, to communicate at once by let¬ 
ter with us at the legislative buildings 
not later than Monday, July 20. 

“We hope that all Social Creditors 
who hear this will see that the mem¬ 
bers from their constituencies will re¬ 
ceive the message. 

“Please note that we cannot pay 
any expenses and we want to hear at 
once by letter not later than July 20. 

“This means we purpose taking 
steps-to implement-Social Credit.” 

The Premier then said he would 
like to address a few words to the con 
sumers. The Prosperity Certificates, 
he said, would commence to circulate 
at, the beginning of August. He want¬ 
ed" two things ‘regarding them borne 
in mind, and in this connection he 
said: “See that you pass ,them on as 
quickly as you can after yob get them 
so that they will function to the ful¬ 
lest extent. The more you circulate 
the certificates the more good they 
will do. The next point is that when 
you consumers who have Dominion 
currency and buy goods from your 
storekeeper, help him to circulate the 
certificates by asking for them as 
change. Then use them in your next 
purchase.”
